Department of Agriculture when he told a 
Pocatello newspaper that a eoncoctirm of 
garlic oil and eliili pepper • common 
ingredients in pi'/.za sauce - works to 
eomrol wheat aphids. 

Orilcials .said he couldn’t advoeiitc the 
use of a material as a pesticide bccau.se it 
was not a rcuisiercd pesticide. 

Ti turns out. however, ’mat nfe 
■“ingredicnnrin-lhlcr’s'coTicoction-ulready 
have passed, (he tests required by the 
HPA’s eenillcation program. Ililcr said. 

Now all lie' has to do is fill out a baker’; 
dozen or more of official fonns to get the 
—material rcgislered-i>s-ii-peslicidc.-Tbcn he 
can apply to register the garlic and chili 
concoction with the slate its » pesticide, he 
said. ■ 

But he still can't -promote it because he 
is not a licensed pesticide consultant, he 
- -said. He can. liowever. talk about his own 
successes with garlic oil and chili pepper 
as a pesticide. 

No charges were filed, and (he state is 
not now considering filing any. .said Hob 
Spencer, citief of pesticide compliance 
with the slate Department of Agriculture. 

The department just wants "to get him 
pointed in tlie right direelion." he .said. 
Hven organic materiais, if they are used as 
a pesticide , m ust be regi stered as such, he 
said.-' ^ 

Prospective pesticides must be subjected 
to more than ,100 tests to determine 
“uiidesirilblc effects' on groundvv'ater or 
.surface water, humans, the environment or 
birds and fisii, Spencer said.
